On account of the comparative 
flatness of the townsite, particularly 
of the West district, deep cuts are

ly be costly. Had any regard beer 
taken of the topographical features 
of the ground when laying out the 
town in the first place a great part o: 
this expense could have been avoided. 
There is a natural channel running 
through the West district in a South 
erly direction and if a sewer could be 
‘aid in this the cuttings would be re- 
duced some 4 or 5 feet. To do this 
now however weu'd entail the pur- 
chase of land ata price which would 
probably be more costly than deep 
cuttings.
